The Greenbackers’ Remarkable Dis- 
appearance From the House. 


Another Arctic Expedition--Eads’ Railway-- 
Chalmers’ Contest. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, November 20.—The crop of can- 
didates for the Speakership of the next House 
coutinues to grow. Carlisle, of Kentucky, stidl 
stands at the head of the list, but there are at 
least a dozen who may be counted as struggling 
forthat honor. Probably the real intention in 
many of these cases is controlling a few votes, 
and, by trading them in at a proper time, help out 
the coming man, and by so doing get a more de- 
sirable chairmanship when the committees are 
made up. Among those who may be mentioned as 
candidates are Messrs. Carlisle, Randall, Cox, 
Springer, Eaton, Holman, Blount, Mor. 
rison, Hurd, Tucker, and more com- 
ing. Of course there are not more than 
three or four of these whocan be said to stand 
any show except by way of compromise; still 
nearly all of them are already entering upon a 


canvass tor the place, and that over a year be- 
fore the time for election. Converse, of Ohio, 
whose name should have been included in the list, 
is said to have recently declared himself for Ran- 
dail. The friends of the last mentioned gentle- 
man are very confident that he controls, already, 
the whole matter, and is as good as elected now. 
THE GREENBACKERS. 

The Greenback element has all disappeared 
from Congress, not a single member of the new 
House having been elected on that issue. It seems 
probable that the next Congress may be called 
upon to enact some legislation regarding the $300,- 
000,000 of greenbacks still outstanding. Congress 
passed an act ordering that no more greenbacks 
shouid be destroyed, but those brought into the 
Treasury for redemption should be issued again. 
It was held by some that this was unconstitution- 
al,asit was practically issuing greenbacks in 
time of peace. Somebody, desiring to make a test 
case of this, brought the matter to the attentien of 
the Suprente Court by refusing to take greenbacks 
so issued as legal tender. This case has never 
been decided, and an _ effort is being 
made to get a decision on the subject as 
soon as possible, in the hope that it will require 
the Secretary Of tie Treasury to go on redeeming 
the greenbacks the same as beforethe act was 
passed. The reissue in time of 
peace prosperity is claimed to be 
unconstitutional. Should the decision 
pronounce the act unconstitutional it would make 
the national bank notes and the gold certificates 
the sole circulating medium aside from gold and 
sliver, which go very slowly. Should this-decision 
sustain the act itis not improbable thatan effort

Eads, who has just returned from abroad 
says he dvesu’t care whether Congress takes hold 
of the matter or not, sofaras the money is con- 
cerned, ior he has plenty of offers abroad. It 
seenis tu him, however, that, asa question of na- 
tional policy, the United States Government ought 
not to let an important thing like this go into ior- 
eign hands. He says ihe condition of his project 
is very satisfactory and he believes it will bea 
success.

gion. He could not speak definitely as to future 

operations in this direction so far as the Govern- 

ment was concerned. He closed with the remark 

that he would like to take a hand in the next ex- 
peaition himself.” 

Gen. Wales has made the subject of Arctic ex- 
ploration a very careful study, and is convinced 
that with proper precautions the dangers attend- 
ing it may be reduced to a minimum and the re- 
suits increased In value very greatly. 

UNDER THE SEA. 

The new vesselconstructed for the Fish Com- 
mission has been put in commission and will be 
used early next season to carry the United States 
fish exhibit across to the European fish exhibi- 
tion. Meantime it will be used by the commis- 
sion for pushing forward its work along the coast 
and in making examinations of the bottom of the 
sea. Some ot the results of the labors of those 
engaged in this work have recently been given to 
the public. The dredgings of the past few years 
have furnished many important facts about the 
bottom of the sea and its inhabitants. For in- 
stance, itis found that the guif streamis by the 
present maps and charts piaced thirty or forty 
miles toofar out from the coast. The dredgings 
and soundings have shown that for 100 miles or 
more out from the coast the descent 
of the bottom is gradual until it reaches the depth 
of 100 fathoms ; then it suddenly descends about 
1.000 fathoms, or about the heightof Mount Wash- 
ington;ata single precipitous descent. Animal | 
life is, however, found at even these great depths, 
though some of the f'sh and crabs are found to be 
eyeiess.

WASHINGTON PAVEMENTS. 
Washington has the reputation of being the best 
paved city in this country, and probably in the 
world. ‘Ihe streets are as smooth as 43a 
floor and perfectly water-proof. Every 
drop of rain that falls upon them 
runs off, and the more rain there is the eleaner are 
the streets. A team of horses will handie prob- 
ably three times as much on these streets 48 on 
ordinary cobble-stone pavements, and a wagon or 
earriage here lasts two or three times as long as 
almost anywhere elise. Everybody who has ex- 
perience with these pavements has wondered why 
they were net introduced in other cities. This 
season the parties controlling the system here 
have introduced the pavements in several cities

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


The St. Louis Ore and Steel Company 
About to Put Out !ts Fires. 


The Steel Rail Market Overstocked 
With Unsalable Product, 


President Ethan A. Hitchcock Explains the 
Situation--$6,000,000 to be Withdrawn 


From Circulation. 


The telegraphic announcement that the North 
Chicago Rolling Mill Company seriously contem- 
plated closing down its works, cou; led with the 
despondent attitude of the steel mills throughout 
country, has eaused a flutter of anxiety in 
financial circles in Louis. The question is, 
Will the St. Louis Ore and Steel Comypany put out 
its fires, or will it continue work in the face of ad- 
verse markets and probable losses? The effect of 
its stoppage would be to withdraw fully 
6,000,000 from active circulation in and about 


this city, and to paralyze the industries of South 
St. Louis. It would affect the transportation 
companies, the ore producers and the general in- 
terests of the city, and from every point of view 
the stoppage of the works would be a municipal 
misfortune. 

To Mr. Ethan A. Hitchcock, the president of the 
St. Louis Ore and Steel Company, this question 
was put, and Mr. Potter’s statement of the inten- 
tion of the North Chicago Rolling Mill Company 
submitted. “What do you propose to dov”’ AMMr 
Hitchcock was asked. ; 

“Well,” he replied, “it is a dilemma of* this 
sort: Shall we close down the Vulcan and lose the 
interest on our capital for a year, or shall 
we work on and lose not alone the interest on our 
capital, but some of the capital itself. As presi- 
dent of the company, with the interests of the 
stockholders conficed to my care, 1 do not believe 
that | would be justified in running the works at a 
certain loss, much as I would dislike closing down. 
You see I have duties towards the share-owners as 
Well as to the laborers. No inan who is using cap- 
ital confided to his discretion has the right to use 
it to a certain loss. There are always unforeseen 
chances lying in wait in business, which ho one 
can foretell. One has nothing to reproach himself 
when losses result from these, but I would haye 
no business as President of the St. Louls Ore 
and Steel Company to push the corporation for- 
ward with my eves open, —_—n what the re- 
sult must be. Icanatmy desk here figure out 
just what our losses will be if we close the works. 
No man Gan say how much we wiil lose if the 
works are mere open during 1883.”’ 

“How has this condition been brought about?” 

“Since the consolidation we have been in a po- 
sition to produce steel rails probably more eco- 
nomically than the mill ever was _ before 
if we could only get raw material and 
labor at reasonable, at what we might call 
logical rates. The St. Louis Ore and Steel Com- 
pany could go on working as long as any mill in 
the country. The price of stee! rails has fallen 
om 25 per cent. It was 860 per ton;it is 
now $45. When rails were worth $60, pig-iron Was 
sold from $25 50 to $26 per ton. The iron men now 
Want $22. Take 25 per cent off $26, and it 
will leave you $1950; that is what 
we ought to ret. pig-iron for. I 
have offered these men $20 per ton, but they will 
not take it. Itis altogether idle to talk about 
Keeping the Vulcan at work unless we get pig iron 
for $20. Now we can put down blooms in St. 
Louis at a price which will equal $20 a ton for vig 
iron, and can so get around that part of the diffi- 
culty. The iron men think that this’ statement is 
an error, but we shall see whether it is or not.” 

“Why has the price fallen off?” 

“The production has been too great for the supply. 
The estimated annual capacity of the steel mills 
inthe United States is now 2,150,000 tons, against 
1,250,000 tons for 1881. Now the demand, as close 
as Il cam get at it, for next year will be about 1,000,- 
000 tons, call it fifty per cent of the steel mill 
capacity. That shows you that it will be impossi- 
ble forall the milis to work full time under the 
most favorable circumstances. But as far as con- 
sumption is concerned it is very difficult to figure. 
] don’t believe the railroads themselves know what 
they will want until after they have seen their 
annual balanee-sheets. At its best there will be 
littie new road-building. The construction com- 

anies will not be able to get money as they did 
ieretofore, and hence the reoad-building will be 
hampered. hey we talk about the abundant har- 
vests which we have had, and expect the good 
crops to bring us general prosperity by them- 
selves. Thisisa mistake. Europe has had good 
crops too, and the balance of trade is going 
steadily against us in spite of our harvests. In the 
first nine months of 1881 our merchandise exports 
exceeded our imports 8121,171,904; in the first 
nine months of 1882 our imports exceeded our ex- 
ports $54,309,645, showing a change in a year 
against us of $175,481,548. Now, this is not pros- 

erity. A short while ago we were creaitors of 
surope, how We are its debtors. To make up this 
merchandise debit we must ship specie across the 
water, and every shipment of money makes It just 
so much scarcer in New York and the East, where 
the construction companies get the funds 
for their work. You may consider it rea- 
sonably certain that there will be no 
great demand for rails in 1883. There will be no 
trunk lines built into Texas or Mexico. There 
will be no Nickel Plate laid east and west. We 
will have to depend on the reconstruction and re- 
pair of roads already built. There will bea good 
deal of this dorne,but not enough to take more than 
—~ r per cent of the present capacity of the steel 
mills.

“I do not think so. As far as the steel men are con- 
cerned the thing which is liable to hurt us is 
that absurd misstatement of Hewitt’s which Pot- 
ter has already corrected. The Harrisburg Com- 
pany was said to be making seventy-nine per cent 
on its capital of $2,000,000. As a matter of fact 
they employed about $9,000,000 in their businesss. 
and their profit twas $1,500,000 about sixteen per 
cent. The profit was made on a basis of $53 per 
ton—rails are now selling at $45. I do not believe 
that this Congress will make any very 
material alteration in the tariffs. They may lower 
the duty on metals. I believe that is expected, 
but the condition of the trade in this country is 
at such @ point that the duty cuts very little figure 
one way or the other.” 

‘“‘Has this Scranton mill, which has made the last 
cut, better labor rates than the others?”’ 

All of the Eastern mills have much lower labor 
rates than we have. Troy, Albany and Scranton, 
—“ one that IL recall pays lower wages than we

; “Are you going to close? That is the main ques- 

ion.”’ 

“IT will answer your question this way: We have 
everything ready at the mills to close down as 
soon as our present contracts: are worked out, 
which will be about the ist of December. We 
will close down the works at the end of our pres- 
ent contracts unless we can procure labor and 
material at rates which will enable us to meet the 
reduction in the price of steel rails.” 

“If you do close down what will be the effect 
on the men?” 

“About 3,000 will be thrown out of employment. 
The transportation companies will lose $500,000 
the pig iron men will lose the $25 perton for the 
8.000 tons of iron we turn into steel every month 
that is, $200,000. Our monthly pay rol at the Vul- 
cae alone runs from $95,000 to $115,000 per 
month; our whole pay-roll in our 
three departments - $ 150.000 a month.

THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 

After the enthusiasm over the “‘tidal wave” 
bas been allowed sufficient vent and expres- 
sion it is worth while for the Democrats to 
sit down and calculate with the aid of figures 
the dynamic value of the tidal wave in con- 
nection with the Presidential election. This 
election is a cold-blooded sort of business, 
which is decided, not by popular enthusiasm, 
nor even by a popular vote. At the last two 
elections the Democrats have had a popular 
majority, but they have not obtained the 
Presidency because the Electoral vote gave a 
majority, or was made to give a majority, on 
the other side. Since the last Pres- 
idential election there has been a 
apportionment, and there have been 
certain other changes in the political aspect 
of the situation which call fora new set of 
tables and figures in estimating the result of 
the next election, and these changes make it 
somewhat easier for the Republicans to elect 
their candidates than it was in 1876, when 
they were obliged to resort to the expedient 
of an Electoral Commission. 

Congress now consists of 325 members of 
the House and 76 Senators, giving a total of 
401 as the vote to be cast in the Electoral Col- 
lege, and requiring 201 votes to win with. 
The Southern States have and 
with New Jersey and a 
Democrats would have 162 votes to start with. 
But there is no such thing asa solid South. 
Virginia can no longer be counted on as a 
Democratic State, and Florida may easily be 
counted for the Republican ticket without the 
necessity of having its vote canvassed by 
visiting statesmen. As Virginia has twelve

electoral votes and Florida four, it would 


not be safe to count on more than 148 votes as 
certainly Democratic. This leaves 53 votes 
to be collected from the doubtful States. 
Where are those votes to come from? 

We may count on the chances of California 
continuing in its new allegiance to Democ- 
racy, and California and Oregon and Nevada 
and Colorado are States outside of 
the influences which control politics 
in the other States. But these four 
States only amount to fifteen votes al- 
together, and if they were all to go Demo- 
cratic, which would be a very surprising 
combination, they would still leave forty 
votes wanting, which could be had at a 
pinch from New York and Connecticut. 

But such speculations have no other value 
except to show that the battleis yet to be 
fought, and the victory is yet to be won, 
and that it can be won only by sucha record 
between this and the election as will give to 
tne Democrats the doubtful States. New

The Matter of Street Improvement. 
Str. Louis, November 17, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In yesterday’s issue of your valuable paper I 
read with pleasure a notice of the formation of 
the Cook Avenue Improvement Association. I 
hope that some more will be organized, for the 
time has come when the people must act in the 
matter of street improvements in this city. From 
Grand avenue to Vandeventer, between Easton 
and Laclede, the city is making wonderful prog- 
ress, and all the streets are improved there ex- 
cepting Cook avenue, which has been shamefully 
neglected by the Board of Public Improvements. 
About six petitions have Deen presented to the 
board during the last three years for the improve- 
ment of this street, and not one dollar would they 
spend for its improvement, although there are 
forty-eight houses there, and some of them hand- 
some stone-fronts. The taxes that the city de- 
rives from this street are from $7,000 to $10,000 year- 
ly, and $50,000 is ready to be expended in improve- 
ments when there is any sign of a street. e ac- 
tion of the board is retarding the city’s growth, 
and this is their wisdom. The city is required by 
its charter to pay for the grading of streets, and 
the property pays forthe balance. According to 
the official éstimate the cost of grading Cook ave- 
nue will be $1,700. Can the city afford to expend 
this amount out of the taxes that this street pays? 
The cry lras been at the City Hall since the pres- 
ent board came into existence that there is no 
money. I suppose it takes all the taxes to pay the 
Commissioners and their large force of assistants. 
In the name of common sense,if there is no money 
to expend, why maintain an expensive board who 
have noth todo? Ifyou will insert this, you 
will oblige the tax-payers of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, and arouse a spirit of improvement among

The Court Admite the Depositions In the 
Dunn-Miller Case. 


Judge Adams this morning rendered a decision 
in a matter of legal dispute growing out of the 
Dunn vs. Miller litigation in which D. T. Jewett 
and W. H. Clopton have figured before the courts 


for some time past. A motion was filed 
to suppress depositions taken in pursuance of 
a contract. made by W. H. Clopton of the dis- 
pute, and which it was stated in evidence was ad- 
vised by John R. Shepley. The contract says; 
“The chief question raised by this motion to 
suppress depositions is whether an agreement be- 
tween a witness out of the jurisdiction of this 
court and the party for whom he is about to tes- 
tify to the effect that if the witness will give his 
in the form of a deposition 
and if thereby the party snall prevail in his suit 
he will pay the witness $1.500, is sufficient to sup- 
press the deposition taken in pursuance of such 
agreement. Section 4010, Revised Statutes 1879, 
provides that ‘no person shall be disqualified as 
a Witness in any case at law or in equity 
by reason oO his interest in the 


event of the same ag a party or otherwise, but 


such interest may be shown for the purpose of 
affecting-his credibility. So far, therefore, as the 
witness is concerned, such agreement, in so far as 
it gives him an interestin the event of the suit, 
and that. in the meaning of the agreement, 
does not affect his competency. It 
such effect is to be 
eppuen at the hearing of the cause and not by mo- 
tion to suppress the deposition in toto. 

So far as counsel is concerned, I have only to 
say that his conduct in making the agreement, 
whether meritorious or unmeritorious, can 
not be inqured into in_ this roceedin 
After a careful consideration of the stipulation a 
the parties under which the depositions 
Holmes, Doyle and Hill, are filed in this action, [ 
must change my first impression, and hold that 
such stipulation permits the use of these deposi-: 
tions in this action. The motion to suppressis 
overruled.”

GOV. CLEVELAND.

Governor-elect Cleveland just nowis the 
most interesting personage in Buffalo. The 
yen all admire him; everybody on the streets 
stops him and says, “How are you Governor? 
l congratulate you on your great success. 
The women are still more enthusiastic, no 
man so lovely as Gov. Cleveland was ever 
seen before. He is an old bachelor who has 
eschewed society all his life; why, has been 
the theme of the gossips for years past. 

Somebody has started the usual stereo- 
typed story about an unfortunate love affair, 
followed by a disappointment and a broken 
heart, a resolution never to marry and that 
general sentimental smasb-up which is sup- 

sed to accompany an unrequited affection. 

Jowever this may be, it is certain that Gov. 
Cleveland’s form has not wasted away under 
this secret canker supposed to be gnawing at 
his heart. He is, perhaps, next to Congress- 
man-elect Dorsheimer, the finest and stateli- 
est looking politician of New York. Unlike 
Mr. Dorsheimer, Gov. Cleveland only weighs 
221, but there is something indeseribably 
portly about his majestic form which gives 
You the impression of much greater we ght. 

The Governor is forty-six years old, and a 
man at forty-six is usually considered as hav- 
ing been wauting in his duty towards society 
if he has not taken a wife to his bosom, it 
is not the fault of the Buffalo belles if Gov. 
Cleveland is still a bachelor, for they have 
been setting their caps at him ever since he 
became Sheriff of the county with an income 
of $50,000 per year, of which he saved about 
$49,000. The Governor is probably the most 
economical man who ever entered the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion at Albany, and when he is 
President we may see such an era of economy 
and retrenchment as will delight all reform- 
erms and enable President Cleveland to re- 
tire with the savings of three-fourths of his 
salary.

When any of his 
intimate friends ask him todinner or any 
other festive occasion his first point of in- 
quiry seems to be, Whether the ladies of the 
establishment ave to be there: if se, he will 
luvariably vet out ofiton some pretext or 
other, but if wife, cousin, sister or aunt are | 
ali away, he issure to accept the invitation, 
wake himself thoroughiy at home and enjoy 
the hospitality which is offered him. 

Whom will he marry’ That is the great 
question which convulses Butfalo society just 
now. That he must marry is conceded. It 
is rewarded as entirely lnpracticable for any 
man to move into the Executive Mansion 
with a negro waiter and tenant it wholly un- 

raced by some fair hostess. Blondes and 
f nettes, widows of forty and blooming 
yiaidens of sweet sixteen all agerec in declar- 
ing that the Governor-elect must choose 
some one from their midst and take her with 
him to Aibany.

when he is asked about his matrimvenial in- 
tentions, and savs, “I am too old, I 
have missed my chance.” However. as

WAR IN EUROPE. 


Austria Preparing for the Inevitable 
Conflict with Russia. 
From the N. Y. Sun. 

Rumors have for some time been rife that 
the relations of Russia to the Hapsburg 
empire have become strained almost to the 
point of complete rupture, but now we have 
a declaration from the most authentic source 
that a war between the two powers is inevit- 
able. The budget of the Austrian Foreign 
Office was adopted on Thursday upon the 
express understanding thatits large demands 
were based on the urgent necessity of pre- 
paring for a collision. The committee, 
in recommending the large appropriations 
asked for, avowed their conviction that a 
conflict with Russia could not be long de- 
ferred, and it was because a mnaporss of the 
delegations agreed with them that their re- 
port was adopted. 

This public acknowledgment of the critical 
aspect of the political situation in eastern 
europe will be understood to mean that the 

tatesmen who control the diplomatic and 
military affairs of the dual empire abandon 
the hope and doubt the expediency of defer- 
ring a catastrophe. When we look back, in- 
deed, on the course of events in the Balkan 
peninsula since the Congress of Berlin, we 
can see that but for the circumspection and 
dexterity of the Austrian Cabinet war must 
long ago have broken out between the two 
contestants for the Ottoman inheritance. 
From the moment that, through the acquisi- 
tion of Bosnia and the Herzegovina, the 
Hapsburg monarchy was suffered to drive a 
wedge into the heart ofthe peninsula, her 
political interests became diametrically op- 
posed to those of Russia, and it wasclear 
war alonecould adjust the rival claims to 
my between the Danube and _ the 
Egean. 

The history of the Southern Slav principal- 
ities since the Berlin Congress is a tissue of 
intrigues more or less open and defiant on 
the part of the partisans of the two contest- 
ants for ascendancy. Thus far the sharp and 
rancorous struggle for influence seems to 
have resulted in a slight advantage for Rus- 
sia, forthe Prince of Bulgaria has proved 
himself a willing tool of the Czar, has over- 
thrown the Bulgarian constitution by a coup 
d'état, and has virtually placed the whole 
military and civil administration of his 
country in Russian hands. Montenegro also 
must be looked upon asamere Russian-out-

Should the conviction expressed on Thurs- 
day by the joint delegations of the Austrian 
and Hungarian Parliaments be justified by 
the event Russia would probably find her- 
self without an ally, and Germany and Aus- 
tria united might reasonably expect to inflict 
sucha blow on the Northern Empire as 
would relieve Europe for many years from 
the haunting specter of Muscovite ambition.

Reception of the Finest Picture in 
‘America—Worth $200,000. 
ura Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 
An interested group of persons stood 


| around a sma!! flat packing-box lying on the 
‘table in Gen. Di Cesnola’s office in the Metro- 


litan Museum to-day, waiting to obtain the 
rst glimpse in America of Raphael’s mag- 
nificent Madonna Dei Candelabri. Those 
resent to greet the Madonna were the Hon. 
Munro Butler Johnstone. owner of the pic- 
ture; Gen. Di Cesnola, of the museum; il- 
liam Henry Hurlburt, who was mainly in- 
strumenta! in securing the loan from Mr. 
Butler Johnstone: Mr. Lee, of the Custom- 
house, and a reporter of the Tribune. 
The box seemed very small to contain prop- 
erty worth $200,000. It was very secure- 
ly fastened, and it was some time be- 
fore the painting was exposed to view. Fi- 
nally, however. the cover was raised, the 
cotton surrounding the treasure was re- 
moved, and the most precious picture in 
America to-day was before the eyes of the 
spectators. Remembering the pictures by 
aphael seen abroad, one who has not pre- 
viously seen the Madonna would naturally 
expect to see a work of exquisite finish and 
marvelous richness of color and tone. After 
having seen beforehand an engraving of the 
picture, and knowing thatin sizeit exactly 
coincides with the Madonna Della Sediain 
Florence, one is apt to imagine something 
very like the latter in general effect. But 
when he sees the Madonna Dei Candelabri 
he will experience that rare and delicious 
sensation which one feels on finding the real 
surpassing his generously colored ideal. 
e Virgin, painted half length in a stand- 
ing position, holds with her left hand the in- 
fant Christ, who, entirely naked, is seated

The Virgin's head 
is seen nearly full face, her cyes down-cast, 
and nearly closed. In her face is expressed 
all the sublime sweetness and spiritual 
beauty that seem to bring Raphael’s Madon- 
nas above even the most refined types of 
human nature to be seenin the every-day 
world. The child slightly on the left of the 
Virgin is an exquisite expression of infant 
innocence and beauty. e head is seen 
nearly full face and the eyes are wide open, 
looking out at the picture, being turned con- 
siderably to the left of the spectator, The 
exhibition of the Madonnain the Metropoli- 
tan Museum has been deferred a week later 
than announced. Mr. Butler Johnstone 
leaves New York for a visit to Utah to-day, 
and expects to return about December 9, 
The reception has been postponed until De- 
cember 11, therefore, in order that he may be

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SUN-SPOTS AND AURORA. 


Professor Prince's Interesting Observations 
of These Wenderful Phenomena, 


At about five o'clock this morning a very fine 
auroral display was Visible in the heavens, and, as 
this phenomenon has of late been accompanied by 
electric displays of very mircxed character, con- 
siderable more interest attaches to it than usual. 


At the sigual service station this mornin 

Sergeant Weber stated that he had not observe 

the aurora, which, however, had been noted by the 
night attendants at the station, and co_sequently 
he had not any dates to supply concerning it. He, 
however, remembered that a call be made up- 
on Prof. J. F. Prince, 8. J., of the St. Louis Uni- 
vercity, Who, he said, had made a careful study 
of the sun-spots at present visible, the results of 
which rather contradicted those which the other 
astronomers had achieved. The Professor was 
visited and stated that he had devoted what 
litte time he could to the solar phonomenon, 
and had discovered that Instead of one spot there 
were no less than seven now visible upon tne 
sun’s surtace. The largest of these, of eonsider- 


es a 


to geometrical calculations he had made, about | 


20.000 miles in extent. 

the past forty years that clectrical phenomen 
_ were common while spots were visible upon tie 
sun, but the cause of these spots had not been 
discovered, nor had it been found out whether the 
phenomena were due to the spots, or whether both 
were the resuli of the same fidden cause. Under 
| the circumstances there was nothing remarkable 
in the display of aurora. and, during the pendency 
of the spots, electrical cisturbances need not create 
surprise. The spots are now clearly visibie to the 
naked eye when the sun is viewed through a 
smoked glass, and it will be found that they have 
moved considerably to the West, whieh fact con- 
stitutes an interesting proof that the sun rotates. 
The most | lausible tucory of the sun spots is that 
they are caused by depressions in the 
solar jatmosphlere, caused possibly by 
volcanic action. These depressions, removing to 
their extent the photospbere and chromospere, 
reveal to the view portions of the body of the sun 
which, being much less luminous than these two 
envelopes in which it is contained, present a dark 
appearance.

A DISHONEST EMPLOYE. 


One of the Clerks of Samuel Cupples 


Charged With Stealing. 

On Saturday evening just after the clerks In 
Samuel Cupples & Company’s counting room, at 
the corner of Second and Chestnut streets, were 
closing their books and preparing to quit work
